ASHINGTON, March 24.--(Ex- 

Dispatch.) Federal irri- 
gation of the arid lands of the 

West refuses to work out on the eco- 
nomical basis estimated by the Hans- 
brough Irrigation § Bill, passed by 
Congress. According to the statement 
made by Secretary Hitchcock today, 
the cost, instead of being % an acre, as 
has all along been estimated, will not 
be less than $11.66 an acre, and it is 
by no means certain that the expense 
can be kept within that figure. As 
the cost of irrigation is to be added 
pro rata to the customary $1.25 an acre 
charged for public lands, the western 
settler will not secure the bargain he 
may have expected. 
The occasion for the discrepancy be- 
tween the estimates made when the 
law was under consideration and those 
now madé by government experts is 
said to be attributable to three causes. 
First, the cost of $5 was arrived at by 
averaging the expense incurred by pri- 
vate corporations which had performed 
similar work, but it is now discovered 
that private companies have secured 
possession of all sites where cheap ir- 
rigation can be practiced, and those 
the government will have to 
improve are all of more expensive and 
dificult character: second, the econom- 
ical showing made by private com- 
penies is due, in many instances, to the 
temporary character of the work which 
it has been intended to replace w ‘Fr 
more permanent and expensive plants 
when profite began to accumulate; 
third. when Congress poaseed the irrt- 
gation law it incorporated therein «a 
provision that all work should be done 
under an eight-hour labor contract, and 
that no Mongolian labor should be em- 
ployed. These provisions have resulted 
in materially increasing the cost of 
work to the Federa! authorities. 
According to the instructions of the 
Secretary of the Interior, acting with 
the advice of officials of the Geological 
Survey, every portion of the engineer- 
ing work undertaken by the govern- 
ment will be of the highest grade, and 
built to last for cent s. No risks of 
washed-out dame will be taken, and no 
errors in calculation will be permitted 
to frustrate the original plans. At the 
present time, it is beliewed that work 
on the five projects already selected 
cah be completed for the average price 
per acre named, but there is still a pos 
sibility of further increase. 


PLACE IN NEW DPPARTMENT.

UNCLE SAM’S RISE. 
18S. THIRD NAVAL POWER. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Naval authorities 
awoke today to the realization that the 
United States has risen to the position 
of a great naval power. A few years 
ago the American navy stood sixth on 
the list of naval nations, being su- 
perior only to Japan among those na- 
tions which have made pretentions to 
a big fleet. Now, however, according to 
an official memorandum handed today 
to Charlies H. Darling, acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy, by Capt. Charles D. 
Sigebee, chief of the Office of Naval In- 
telligence, this government is the third 
naval power basing calculation on the 
number of battle-line ships bullt, build- 
ing and authorized, while on the basis 
of comparison of vessels under con- 
struction or authorized only the United 
States stands second in naval strength. 
All authorities now recognize that the 
real critdrion of a nation’s naval 
strength is the number of its fighting 
ships. Nowadays these include only 
armorciads capable of taking a place in 
line of battle, lightly-armored cruis- 
ers, protected and unprotected cruis- 
ers, gunboats, torpedo-boat destroyers 
and torpedo boats being regarded as 
auxiliaries and not as actual fighting 
craft. Capt. Bigsebee followed this rule 
in making his calculations, which 
were based on official data, and a mere 
matter of addition proved that the 
United States is the third naval power 
from the standpoint ot actual and au- 
thorized strength, although it stands 
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fifth in point of number of vessels now 
available. 
KAISER INVITES FLEET. 

THE ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The Post 
today says Emperor William of Ger- 
many has given further striking proof 
of his desire to maintain friendly rela- 
tions with the United States. In & 
personal cablegram to the President he 
has invited the fleet of the United 
States in North American waters to 
visit Kiel during regatta. week in May. 
The Emperor's meseage will not be 
made public until the President has 
sent his reply. That the invitation will 
be declined was the general impres- 
sion after the meeting of the Cab- 
inet yesterday, but the declination will 
be couched in terms which will In no 
wise be offensive to the German Em- 
peror and the German people.

TANGLE FROM PHILIPPINES. 

(NY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS M ) 

WASHINGTON, March M4.—In_ the 
United States Supreme Court there was 
docketed today a case which may 
bring out a decision as to whether a 
case tried in the Philippine Islands 
under the old Spanish laws since the 
Congressional enactment of a law for 
the civil government of the islands wos 
legally tried. The case is that of 
Thomas E. Kepner, who was tried on 
the charge of sequestrating moncy 
as an attorney and found by the court 
of first instance to be gullty. After 
this decision was reached, the gov- 
ernment appealed the case to the Su- 
preme Court of the islands, by which 
Kepner was found guilty. He brings 
the case to the Supreme Court on the 
ground that under the Conatitution of 
the United States he could not be 
twice put In jeopardy for the same of- 
fenee. The Spanish law allows an ap- 
peal by the government in cage of fail. 
ure to convict, considering that a case 
has not been concluded until al’ re- 
sources have been exhausted by the 
prosecution. Kepner made an effort 
last year to secure action by the United 
S:ates Supreme Court in advance of 
the consideration of the case by the 
Philippines Supreme Court, but the 
court refused to entertain the petition. 
The caste now comes here on a writ of 
error. Kepner is an Amer'can citizen, 
and was engaged as an attorney In Ma- 
nila when the circumetances arose out 
of which his prosecution ensued. 


PHILIPPINE CERTIFICATES. 
THREE-MILLION-DOLLAR ISSUE. 

THE ASSOCIATED 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—Secretary 
Root has been in cable correspondence 
with Gov. Taft in relation to carrying 
out the provision of the Philippine 
Currency Act, and it has been deter- 
mined to sell $3,000,000 of temporary 
certificates for the purchage of silver 
bullion for coinage into pesos. These 
certificates bear 4 per cent. interest, 
are free from taxation and run for one 
year. They will be issued in denomina- 
tions of $1000 each, made payable to 
bearer, These certificates are to be sold 
in thie country. 

PURCHASE OF SILVER. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
WASHINGTON. March %.—It is 
learned that the insular division of the 
War Department has requested the 
Secretary of the Treasury to purchase 
the necessary silver and execute the 
colnage of the Philippine pesos author- 
ized by the Philippine Currency Act. 
Although this act authorizes the coin- 
age of not to exceed 75,090,000 pesos, 
including recoinage of Mexican and 
Philippine coins, it is not contemplated 
at present to coin more thah 20,000,000 
pesos at about the rate of 2,000,009 a 
month. The silver for these coins will 
be purchased in the United States, but 
under what conditions has not yet 
been determined. The Treasury, it is un- 
derstood, will purchase only at the mar- 
ket value, in such quantities as may 
be needed as the colnage progresses. It 
is said that the department will not 
submit to an advance in the price of 
silver if it possibly can be secured 
at the ruling rate.

Indiana Companies. 

Operators Offer No Opposition

CHICAGO, March 4.—Ten Indiana 
coal companies and ten individual! oper- 
ators were restrained by Judge Kohi- 
saat in the United States Circuit Court 
today in continuing their combination 
for the regulation of coal prices and 
output. The defendants were given 
until April 6 to show cause why 
‘the order should not be made perma- 
nent. 

The corporations and individuals en- 
joined are the same recently tried in 
the State court on the charge of rais- 
ing the price of coal and restricting the 
output in Illinois, thus causing the coal 
famine in Chicago last winter. Judge 
Chetiain dismissed the case on the 
ground that the offense committed was 
against the Federal law and not against 
the statutes of Illinoig. The deferdants

COST HAYES HIS LIFE. 


MIDNIGHT RIDE WITH WOMAN.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 24.—A 

mysterious runaway accident, which 

cost one life and disabled a woman 


who subsequently disappeared and 
cannot now found, occurred in 
Golden Gate Park at 1 o'clock 


this 
morning. The dead man was €. FE. 
Hayes, manager of the Standard Port- 
land Cement Company, assistant sec- 
retary of the Oakiand Water Front 
Company, secretary of the Richmond 
Light and Power Company and assist- 
ant secretary of the 1901 Oil Company, 
with offices in the Crocker building. 
He died from the effects of a fracture of 
the skull sustained in being thrown 
out of a buggy in which he was seated 
with a female companion. 

The first report of the accident was 
filed with the officials of the Park 
Emergency Hospital by two mem who 
said a runaway had occurred, and that 
one of the regns who was in the 
buaegy was lying unconscious the 
roadway. These men also stated that 
a woman, evidently the companion of 
the man, was near by, suffering from 
shock or other injuries. Searchers 
were sent out, with the result that the 
unconsciou® man was taken to the 
hospital, where it was found that his 
injuries were fatal. He lingered until 5 
o'clock, when he breathed his last. 
Death was clearly due to accident, the 
horse which Hayes was driving having 
run away. In making a turn the ve- 
hicle was upset, throwing out its oc- 
cupants, and injuring the horre so 
badly that it was necessary to shoot 
the animal. 

The identity of the woman who was 
with Hayes at the time of the acci- 
dent is a complete mystery. That she 
was seriously injured in the runaway 
is evidenced by the fact that a pool of 
blood was found on the site of the old 
‘' camp, in which lay a woman's shell 
hair comb. The fact that the bleod 
was found on a spot considerably re- 
moved from the scene of the accident 
indicates that the woman in question 
made a desperate effort to escape de- 
tection, and that she all but suc- 
cumbed.

Valentine Baker, who was sentenced 
August 2, 1875, to pay a fine of £2500 
and to undergo twelve months’ impris- 
onment for indecently assaulting a 
woman In a railway carriage.

SURIGAO-RECAPTURED 
AND ALL ARE SAFE. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


ANILA, March 24.—[{[By Manila 

Cable.) The town of Surigao, in 

the northern part of the island of 
Mindanao, which was captured Sunday 
by ladrones, was relieved today. The 
American officiais and foreigners were 
found to be safe. 

Eighty ladrones, led by ten escaped 
convicts, participated in the attack on 
Surigao. They had twenty rifles and 
forty bolos, and succeeded in surpris- 
ing the constabulary barracks and 
stampeding the constabulary. Inspector 
Clarke was killed at the first rush, 
The ladrones captured eighty rifles. 

The American officials, the women 
and the foreigners sought refuge in the 
government building, where Kelly, a 
former Indian scout, assumed com- 
mand. The defenders of the building 
were armed with shotguns, and re- 
fused the demand of the ladrones to 
surrender. They held out until the 
town was relieved today by a force of 
constabulary sent from Tacloban. The 
ladrones filed at the approach of the 
constabulary. 

Three companies of United States in- 
fantry will reach Surigao tomorrow, 
and then probably will start in pursuit 
of the Iladrones.

THREE LINES IN SNARL. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) March %4.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy and Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé railroads are en- 
gaged in a bitter struggle for the gov. 
ernment contract to carry mails he- 
tween Chicago and Kansag City. The 
struggle has come to open warfare, 
which has disturbed possenger service 
and involved the three railroads in a 
bad snarl. 

The trouble became public here to- 
day. when notice was given by the 
Santa Fé management that, beginning 
next Sunday, the California Limited 
would arrive in Kansas City at § 
o'clock a.m. instead of 8:35, and leave 
at 3:10 o'clock instead of 9% o clock 
This change will cause both the Bur- 
lington and Alton trains into Kansas 
City from the East to mies the Santa 
Fé connections for the West. It will 
also necessitate the Ilyin-over for 
more than two hours of all mail 
brought in here by the Burlington and 
Alton. It is understood that the Santa 
Fé's train for the Southwest, known 
as the Oklahoma train, will hereafter 
leave Kaneas City at 8:10 o'clock in- 
siead of 8:50 o'clock, thereby missing 
all eastern connections. 

Sants Fé officials who parsed 
through here yesterday admitted these 
connections were broken with the ex- 
press view of securing the mail con- 
tracta which the Burlington now has, 
and the officials of the latter road 
were charged with sharp practice in 
the attempt to retain the contrgct. 
The Burlington men assert that’ the 
Santa Fé will, in months to come, re- 
gret that it inconvenienced the public 
to secure the malls. 


WABASH TO ENTER CAPITAL. 
GOULD WORKING WITH CLARK. 
(BY DIRECT Wikk TO THE TIMES, 
WASHINGTON, March, 4.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] George Gould, who is 
believed to be working in conjunction 
with Senator Clark's San Pedro, Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake Raliroad, to in- 
augurate a new transcominenta!l rail- 
road, has practically completed ar- 
rangements to have the Wabash rall- 
road system enter Washington. Move- 
ments on the part of the Wabash man- 
agement indicate that it is proposed 
that the Old Dominion and Great Falls 
Electric Line shall be part of the 
transcontinental system. John McLean, 
chief figure in this proposed. construc- 
tion, emphatically denies this, but 
rumor is persistent that he is acting 
as intermediary for the Wabash and 
that formal transfer of the electric line 
wil be made to the Wabash at the re- 
quest of the trunk-line Management. 
In the meantime, the work of con- 
structing tracks for the Great Falls 
line, will be pushed as rapidly as pos- 

sible. 

By using the south side of the Po- 
tomac, the Wabash will parallel the 
Baltimore and Ohio, traverse a portion 
of Virginia not now reached by any 
railroad, and a direct line to Washing- 
ton will be obtained. By approaching 
Washington from the south, the ex- 
tension to Newport News wiil be made 
possible at much less expense than by 
any other route. 

The need for increased tidewater fa- 
cilities is made more manifest by the 
purchases by the Gould interests in the 
Far West. The Short Line, which is 
reported just sold through the Harri- 
man-Clark deal, gives the Wabash a 
continental line, and makes tidewater 
facilities in Baltimore evidently inade- 
quate. It is believed the management 
wants the terminal at Waghington 
completed as soon after the entrance 
into Baltimore as possible. They urge 
that passenger Susiness without an 
entrance into Washington would be 
more or less useless, and the great 
success of the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Pennsylvania lines is regarded as prov.

It is understood that Stubbs will be 
one of Harriman’s principal witnesses 
to prove that betterments are abso- 
lutely needed on the Central Pacific 
in order to permit the road to meet the 
cémpetition of the Union Pacific, and 
Stubbs, as traffic manager of the Har- 
riman syndicate, will endeavor to show 
that the latter road is really a competi- 
tor of the Central. 

Hood's line of testimony at the 
hearing of the case will be reiative to 
the extensive work being done and 
contemplated along the Central Pacific, 
especially the costly Cut-off, and 
Kruttechnitt will be called upon to fur- 
nish material for the consideration of 
the court in relation to operating ex- 
pengves.

CICCIONE DYING.  , 


Aged Italian Says He Was Innocent 
Dupe afd sot One of Principals in In- 
surance Frauds.

ne was put out of operation py the 
Gerailment of cars. some branches 
there were as many as half a dozen 
cars off the track at once, and the re- 
lief department of the street ratiwa 
were wholly unable to cope with 
difficulties. 

With the continuance of the heavy 
downpour matters got worse instead of 
better, and at 8:30 o'clock there were 
just three city lines running at ail. 
These were the Central avenue, the San 
Pedro street and t Main street lines. 
TIE-UP ALM COMPLETE. 

The Los Angeles Rallway mustered 
a great force of workmen in an effort 
to relieve the situation, scores of men 
being distributed over the city at the 
crossings and junctions with shovels 
to clear out the imbedded rails. In 
moet cases the work wak futile, but 
occasionally a line would be opened 
for a brief period, only to be tied up 
again. After the rain moderated at 
9 o'clock the efforts resulted in open- 
ing a few of the most important lines. 
Foores. of cars were sent to the barn 
at & o‘clock for the night. 

Of the interurban lines, only the Txa¢- 
adena and Santa Monica were ‘lock- 
adel, ,though the broad-gauge cars 
were compelied to run siowly because 
of impaired roadbeds. At 6 o'clock a 
Pasadena car left the track at Naud's 
Junction in the midet of the raging 
river which took possession of Ala- 
meda street, and the obstruction could

not be removed for over four hors. 
The Pasadena Short Line ran with lit- 
tle Interruption, which fact saved a 
horde of suburbanites from being kept 
from home. The Santa Monica line 
Was not obstructed and cars would 
have been run slowly over the doubtful 
roadbed had it not been for the Trac- 
tion company's difficulties. At the in- 
tersection of Sixteenth and Bush 
streets the water was running over 
the sidewalks, and car after car Was 
derailed by the junction filling up wit 
mand and stoner. This made the beach 
eervice very uncertain, and when the 
cars succeeded in getting out of the 
city the trip one way about 
four hours. 

No serious washouts reported on the 
steam railroads, though the incoming 
trains were slightly behind time be- 
cause of cautious running. 

DAMAGE &8LI 

The unusual storm will be of great 
benefit to many branches of the agri- 
cultural industry. and the correspond- 
ing damage is very slight when the 
proportions of the storm are consid- 
ered. The worst sufferers are contrac- 
tors or owners of unfinished bulldings, 
which were deluged. In some of the 
big excavations downtown the water 
stood four feet deep. . 

The ‘most genera! source of pub‘tc 
complaint fell upon Street Superin- 
tendent Werdin, who, with his chief 
deputy, stayed at the telephone urtii 
a late hour recording street damages. 
The improper refilling of the trenches 
in many parts of the city after the 
laying of water pipes is rceeponsitle 
for widespread complaint. In moerct of 
the trenches the earth has been thrown 
In loose, instead of being firmly laid 
and packed with water. and the set- 
tling of the ditches by the heavy rain 
leaves long and dangerous sunken 
places. The street department's meacer 
force of forty men will start early thi« 
morning on the great task of rehabil- 
itating these streets and removing the 
earth from the downtown districts. 

BONANZA FOR SOME. 

The small cloudburst proved a bo- 
nanza for some persons, among them 
the lessors of sieeping quarters and 
the hackmen. Hundreds spent § the 
night downtown because their car line 
was not running, and wading their 
way home was well- impossible. 
Hotels and lodging-houses were filled 
to overflowing. 

The night's work was the most 
profitable the carriage fraternity has 
enjoyed for years. One merchant was 
seen to pay a hackman $10 for a trip 
from the Hollenbeck Hotel to Seventh 
and Figuerva streets, and anether be- 
lated pedestrian added $5 to It for the 
privilege of going as far as Seventh 
and Hoepe streets on the same trip. 
The hackmen received fabulous fees 
for conveying passengers short dis- 
tances from stalled street cars at va- 
rious points.

PIONEER CROCKERY MERCHANT 
DIES AFTER YEAR’S ILLNESS. 


Deceased Was Prominent Figure in 
Commercial Life Here for Fifty Years 
and One of the Oldest Masons in the

Samuel Meyer, familiarly known as 
“Uncle Bam" Meyer among his fellow- 
pioneers, passed peacefully away early 
yesterday from the infirmities of oid 
age. The end came at his residence, 
No. 1337 South Hope street, with hi 
wife and several of his children at his 
bedside. Mr. Meyer had been failing 
rapidly for the past year, and had left 
his bed but seldom for six weeks.

His signa- 
ture will make the bill a law, and 
his failure to indorse the act will leave 


the vendors free to follow their busl- 


ness without contributing to the State 


treasury. 

On one hand he ts assailed by the 
druggists of the State, who wish the 
bill to become a law, and on the other 
hand he is importuned by the ped- 
dilers te save them from the necessity 
of paying the heavy license.

The Governor wil!! say whether or not

At the recent session of the Legisia<- 
ture a bill introduced by Assemblyman 
Walsh received the indorsement of the 
Senate and the Assembly. It provides 
that no itinerant vendor shall conduct 


the business of selling drugs, neos- 
trums, ointments or any lances for 
the treatment of di , deformi- 


ties or injuries without the payment of 
a $200 yearly license, to be paid to 

PHarmacy, for payment 
of the expenses of such board, and for 
the enforcement of the act. 

The bill provides that the payment 
of the State license shall not prevent 
the collection of any tax that may be 
imposed by county or municipal au<- 
thorities, and that it shall not inter- 
fere with manufacturing pharmaceutal 
firma who may wish to place theif 
products on the market through their 
agents and managers. 

“Ttinerant vendors,” under the act, 
include all persons who carry on buel- 
ness by passing from house to house, 
or by haranguing people on the streets 
or In public,places, or ute the various 
customary devices for attracting 
crowds, and therewith recommending 
their wares and offering them for sale..- 

The act makes it a ™ manor to 
conduct the business without a license, 
and fixes the penalty at a fine of from 
$100 to. $250, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for from fifty to 120 days, 
or both. The act, is made’ effective 
sixty days from its passage. 

If the bill becomes a law it is said 
that a majority of the intinerant ped- 
diers will Be ob! to cease businers,

MINES AND MINING. 


ESERT MINES SHOW 
MANY BIG SURPRISES. 


LOCAL PARTY VISITS THE GER- 
MAN-AMERICAN CAMP. 


More Men Employed in District Than 
Ever Before—Erection of Large Smei- 
ter in Santa Barbara County Being 
Considered by Big Mezica® Syndicate. 


“Only those that have visited the 
field can appreciate the vast amount of 
development being done along the Colo- 
rado River and in the southern end of 
Nevada,” said C. F. Schader, who re- 
turned yesterday from an extended trip 
on the desert. He was accompanied by 
John Lally of St. Louis, Mo.; Gen. C. F. 
A. Last, J. Havetiwaas and Auguste 
Marquis of this cit 

The party ieft here several days ago 
for Manvel, where they took stage to 
the Nevada-Keystone mines in South- 
ern Nevada. There they found the com- 
pany's new incline shatt in operation to 


in full blast. The mill, which recently 
resumed, is in cherge of W. J. Brooks of 
San Francisco, who has just been em- 
ployed by the company. Mr. Brooks 
has twenty-five years’ experience in 
goid mining in this State and in Ne- 
vada. He is superintending the instal- 
lation of a cyanide piant that is ex- 
pected to be in operation by April 1. 

Between the 300 and 400-foot levels 
the company recentiy encountered 
seven feet of pay rock that goes $68 to 
the ton. There is also an ore chute on 
the lower level that shows four feet of 
$72 ore. 

From Keystone the party drove to 
Manvel, and thence to the Alpha mines 
in the New York Mountains. After a 
hurried inspection of that property they 
‘drove to Purdy, where they took the 
California Eastern Raliway to Blake, 
thence proceeding by train to Needles. 
After crossing the Colorado River, the 
German-American camp was visited. 
This ia one of the liveliest camps in all 
of Arizona, where more men are ecm- 
ployed than ever before. While there 
Gen. Last made «a close inspection of 
the Minneapolis group of mines, in 
which he is interested. This property 
is being operated by the Angelus Min- 


ing Company. 

The German-American group is being 
systematically opened up by a laree 
crew of men. The principal showing is 
found in the claim known as the thirty- 


fifth parallel. in that property there is 
an ore chute that carries from $25 $25 to $50 
to the ton. 


The Mohave Gold Mining Company, 
which owns and is operating the Leland 
group, is employing fifty men. It is 
also erecting a mil! on the mesa about 
seven miles from the mine. 

The Swiss American Mining Company 
has arranged to sink a working shaft 
on the Ben Doran mine near where the 
Great Bonanza was discovered, which 
is about 500 feet from the end lne of 
the German-American group.

Now it 4s 
Stated that a Santa Fé engineering 
party is running a line from Congress 
ito the Colorado River, at or near Par- 
ker, by way of Granite Wash Pars, 
between the Harqua Hala and Harcu- 
var Mountain ranges, with, appar- 
ently, San Diego as its objective point. 
It should be remember however, 
that Maj. G. W. Vaughn once took 
this same route in laying out a new 
line of the Atchison, Topeka and Ganta 
Company, to be built upon in case 
he line lost the present road through 
Arizona on receiver's sale. Maj. Vaughn 
placed the western terminus at Vic- 
tor, on the Southern California road. 
He stated at the time that he consid- 
ered the route the most feasible yet 
found, slightly shorter than the exist- 
ing Santa Fé line and with grades un- 
der 1 per cent. There seems little 
doubt that the Santa Fé is seeking a 
lower level line, with lighter grades, 
incidentally - occupying a feasible route 
that might have taken the fancy of a 
competing road. 
Track laying is 
standstill on the 
Eastern Rallway, 


temporarily at a 
new Phoenix and 
the rails being laid 
only to Tempe. The management re- 
ports great difficulty in securing the 
supply of steel contracted for. Work 
is being pushed, however, on the ex- 
tension of the grade eastward and 
working parties are scattered across 
the plain from. Tempe to the Gila 
River, sixty-five miles away. One 
grading party is at work on the ap- 
proaches to the Gila River bridge.

The Santa Fé Pacific is to rebulld its 
tie-pickling plant at Bellemont, de- 
stroyed by fire last December. 

The El Paso and Southwestern seems 
to have assumed the name of the 
“Bunshine Line.” Its newest extension, 
tg Tembstone, is now about half fin- 
ished. The formal celebration of its 
advent into the rejuvenated bonanga 
camp is now set for April 12. About a 
hundred of the leading citizens of the 
camp have been constituted a Commit- 
tee on Celebration. Excursions are to 
be run from veral points in South- 
eastern Arizona and an elaborate pro- 
rr — of sports has been outlined as 
well.
